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The  prices  paid  for  American  apples  at  the  Copenhagen  and  l3amDurg 
auctions  on  March  29  and  31  respectively  showed  a  decline  for  practically 
all  varieties,  accordirg  to  Quotations  cabled  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  De- 
partment's Fruit  Specialist  in  Eurcr.e  .    He  cent  arrivals  of  American  bar- 
reled apples  in  Copenhagen  contain/uhat tract ive  fruit  because  of  scald, 
states  Mr.  Smith.    There  was  a  fairly  active  demand  in  Copenhagen  for 
Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns  at  from  $3.28  to  $3.53  per  box  as  against  $3.16  to 
$3.28  per  box  the  preceding  week,  but  the  demand  for  boxed  varieties  in 
Hamburg  '"as  dull. 


Borh  the  Copenhagen  and  the  Hamburg  price  levels  were  considerably 
below  those  prevailing  aoring  the  Liverpool  auction  of  Wednesday,  March  30. 
The  Copei^  -.agon  level,  however,  was  slightly  higher  than  the  Hamburg  level 
for  both  -::  reeled  and  boxed  varieties.    This  report  closes  the  Hamburg  and 
Ccperh- : :  ei,  apple  reporting  service  for  the  1S26-  2'-  season..
